ally turns on the

lights 
when the amount of natural light 
falls below the level required to 
keep the sensitive phototube op­ 
erating.

WASHINGTON — (ZP) — T h e 
administration’s top foreign strate­ 
gists called on Congress Thursday 
to vote every dollar of President 
Truman’s $7,900,000,000

aid program.

ganization. 
2. W. Averell Harriman, direc­ 
tor of mutual security, 
declared 
that a reduction in funds 
would 
represent “a decision 
to 
reduce 
the strength which is being built 
in the free world f o r o u r common 


defense against the threat of the 
Kremlin.” 
3. Secretary of Defense Lovett, 
emphasizing 
the 
Communist-led 
peril to the French in Indochina, 
called for ‘a substantial increase 
in military 
assistance” 
to

en.battled Far Eastern land. 
All the witnesses stressed the 
necessity of the multi-billion dol­

Prices Here 
And In Russia 
A short time ago the wife of the Ameri- 
** can ambassador to Russia came home 
with some clothes she had bought in that 
wonderful “workers’ paradise.” She made 
known the price she had paid for them, 
along with the prices she would have had 
to pay for similar articles here. In Russia, 
the dress cost $128.20—in the U. S. it would 
sell for $35. The hat cost $34.90 as against 
$16.95 in America. The gloves cost $18 IO as 
against $3.00 in one of our stores. Only the 
shoes were similarly priced in both coun­ 
tries—everything else cost two to six times 
as much in the U. S. S. R. 
The disparity is even greater when the 
take-home pay of Russian workers, which 
is far lower than that of their American 
equivalents in purchasing power, is con­ 
sidered. 
This is how matters go in a nation which 
has destroyed almost all private enterprise, 
and has put government monopolies in its 
place- The Russian factory belongs to the 
government, and produces only what some 
official decides it should produce. The Rus­ 
sian retail store also belongs to the gov­ 
ernment and the prices it charges are fixed 
by the government.

Says 
The Doctor 
Treatment Cannot Be Started 
Until Backache Cause Is Found

“When 
you 
next w rite on backache,” 
w rites L. F. B., “I wish to suggest that you 
emphasize the insidious nature of the dis­ 
order. In my case the discomfort developed 
slowly over a number of years. 
“The victim in such a case develops a 
tremendous tolerance of 
the 
discomfort, 
but not without cost. It affects the entire 
nervous system and personality, and is a 
constant drain on the physical and mental 
reserves, restricting social activities, etc. 
“In 
my 
case it was a m ajor factor in 
causing the loss of a very good position- I 
wound up with no employment, and atter 
surgery and convalescence there followed 
a period of disablement, 
during which I 
lost my home and furniture. All this at a 
time when I was least able to cope with 
the situation.” 
This 
letter 
illustrite* what a terrible 
problem backache can be, and even when 
it does not develop along such disastrous 
lines, this common affliction is responsible 
for much mental as well as physical dis­ 
tress. 
The problem of backache is first to make 
a diagnosis since there are many possible 
causes and second, to outline the treatment 
which is most likely to bring relief. These 
problems are not easy. 
Sprains, dislocations, fractures, bruises, 
er a rupture of the disk or cartilage which 
separates the bones of the spine all may 
produce backache. Bad posture can account 
for pain in the back. One leg shorter than 


in this group. 
Sometimes backache may come from a 
detective structure which was present at 
birth but which did not produce 
symp­ 
toms for many years. Diseases of the spine, 
including all the various forms of arthritis, 
tuberculosis and other infections, can pro­ 
duce backache as their main symptom Tu­ 
mors in or near the back may be respon­ 
sible. 
Until the cause of a backache has been 
found the proper 
treatment 
cannot 
be 
started. Physical examination and exam ­ 
ination of the nerves is necessary. 
X-ray 
examination of the spine — i« 
generally 
essential. 
MECHANICAL AIDS HELP 
Heat, 
massage, 
exercises, 
support by 
means of corsets or braces and bandages, 
rest under lavoiable circumstances, 
and 
similar measures are all part of the treat­ 
ment for certain kinds of backache. 
If the trouble is in a joint, an operation 
may be necessary to fuse the bone. When 
there is a ruptured disk between the spinal 
bones or a tumor, surgery may be the only 
way to bring relief. 
Certain kinds of backache appear to be 
made worse by mattresses or beds which 
are too soft. For this reason treatment oft­ 
en includes the use of a hard mattress or 
a board inserted between the mattress and 
the box spring. Some people are so much 
worse without such support that they carry

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — A significant, unpub­ 
licized meeting of motor moguls with gov­ 
ernment mobilization officials took place 
the other day at which the auto industry 
was allocated more steel than 
it 
really 
needed. 
What happened at that meeting indicates 
a slight deflationary trend in business; also 
that steel has suddenly loosened up; and 
that the defense program, supposed to use 
up steel, has slowed down. 
On Dec. 29 a similar meeting took place 
at which motor moguls 
talked 
tough, 
moaned 
over 
Detroit 
unemployment, 
brought 
in 
Sen. Blair Moody and Gov. 
“Soapy” Williams to help them get more 
steel. “Gasoline Charley” Wilson, head of 
General Motors, wTas even caustic with his 
old friend, “Electric Charley” Wilson, for­ 
merly of General Electric, who now heads 
defense mobilization, and scoffed at the 
idea of giving the motor 
industry 
only 
930,000 tons of steel for the 2nd quarter of 
1952. 
At the recent meeting of motor moguls, 
however, it was a different story. 
This 
tim* auto manufacturers were quiet and 
cooperative, weren’t too anxious to have 
the government drastically increase their 
steel quotas. 
Deductions from the meeting were two­ 
fold: . 
1. That there was now ample steel on 
hand. 
2. 
That 
motor 
moguls were not sure 
they could sell too many more cars. It ap­ 
peared that they had reached the leveling 
off point. 
ROLLCALL ON PRODUCTION 
These deductions came from questions 
asked by Courtney Johnson, director of the 
National Production Authority motor vehi­ 
cle division. When he asked whether the 
industry would use up its quotas on steel 
and other materials already given it for 
the first quarter of 1952. L. L. Colbert, 
president of Chrysler, answered a confi­ 
dent “Yes.” 
But Irving D\iffy, vice president of Ford, 
was not so confident. 
“Late deliveries on equipment may slow 
us up,” he said- “We may not use all of 
our quotas.” 
H. H. Curtice of General Motors replied 
that his firm would use up all its ma­ 
terials for the first quarter,, as did S. G. 
Baits of Hudson. But George Romney of 
Nash, Leroy Spencer of Packard and Har­ 
old Vance, president of Studebaker, indi­ 
cated that they probably would not use up 
all the material already allotted them by 
the government. 
MORE BUTTER THAN GUNS 
Finally, NPA’s Johnson asked whether 
the auto industry had any problems getting 
sufficient steel, aluminum 
and 
copper- 
Though copper still was tight, all 
auto 
executives replied that they had ample 
supplies of steel and aluminum. 
“The mills are now trying to sell us 
steel,” commented Duffy of Ford. “We may 
even have to shut down some of our own 
mills.” (Ford operates steel mills to sup­ 
ply its needs for car manufacture.) 
“Steel is so abundant, it may result in j 
some steel-mill shutdowns,” applied Col­ 
bert of Chrysler. “I can’t understand the 
copper shortage,” he added. “I believe the 
shortage is due to maldistribution.” 
Baits of Hudson said his company was 
okay on all m aterials except copper, and 
suggested that a little copper be taken oui 
of the stockpile for the time being. 
Not conclusion gained from the meeting 
was that the automobile industry, though 
howling for steel 
and 
aluminum 
two 
months ago. now had more than they need­ 
ed and could produce more cars than they 
could sell. 
In other words, the raw materials of the 
nation, except in a few cases such as cop­ 
per, are far ahead of the slow-moving pro­ 
curement officers in the Army, Navy and 
Air Force To paraphrase one government 
official: “We now have plenty of butter 
but not many guns.” 
Note—As a result of the meeting, the au­ 
tomobile industry was allocated 1,050,000 
tons of steel for the second quarter, 
as 
against 930.000 for the first quarter.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — The 
successful carees of Sen. Richard 
Russell. Georgia’s new candidate 
for the Presidential nomination, is 
a triumph of parliamentary pro­ 
cedure. 
While still a political youngster 
in the Georgia legislature, Russell 
made it his business to memorize 
the rules of that body. 
It helped 
make him speaker of the House. 
When 
he was elected to the 
U. S. Senate back in 1932. he again 
set as his first task the memor­ 
izing of its long and complicated 
rules. That has paid off. too. 
The only two times that Vice 
President Alben Barkley has been 
overruled 
while 
presiding 
over 
the Senate have been on appeals 
and motions by Russell. 
Sen. Paul Douglas, of Illtnonis. 
debating on the floor with Rus­ 
sell while the latter was leading 
the southern bloc’s fight against 
Civil Rights legislation, said at 
one point: 
“ I yield to one of the subtlest 
men and one of the most able field 
generals who ever appeared on 
the floor of the Senate.’’

Essentially, Russell is and has 
been a behind-the-scenes operator 
in the Senate, master-minding the 
political strategy and letting others 
make the big speeches and take 
the credit. 
The balding, blue-eyed. 54-year- 
old Democrat shuns the social life 
of the Washington cocktail circuit, 
although as a bachelor and a top 
figure in Congress, hostesses are 
continually angling for him. 
He is probably best known, out­ 
side of Washington, for his lead­ 
ership of the southern bloc’s fight 
against Civil Rights. 
And here, 
again, his tactics are to halt such 
legislation by pulling out all the 
parliamentary tricks in the bag 
to keep the measures from com­ 
ing to a vote. 
It’s not generally remembered, 
but at the Democratic Convention 
before the 1948 elections. Russell 
received 263 nominating votes to 
Trum an’s 947la.

(Q) “I am a widow w ith several children. It's a rough road 
to travel alone besides being lonely. But I hesitate to keep com­ 
pany w ith anyone on account of the children. ^ wouldn’t w ant 
them to feel put out. My form er m arriage was a good one. Even 
though we didn’t have m uch, we wrere happy. I could never think 
of m arrying again if I w ouldn’t have that love and happiness 
again th at m akes a real home. Some of my friends say I am bet­ 
ter off as I am but they don’t know’ how lonely it is.”—W. L. 
(A) I do not agree with your friends that you or your children 
are better off now than you would be if you remarried. But, of 
course, you will have to use great care in selecting another husband, 
even more than when you first married because now you must think 
of your children as well as yourseilf. 
There is no reason for your children to feel “put out” if you 
should remarry. But, you must be careful that the man you select 
likes children, that he likes your children, and that he wants to be 
a father to them as well as a husband to you. A man who is willing 
to accept another man’s children as his own. even though he may 
not give thhm his name, would make a good father.

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Military Censorship 
Covers Up Mistakes 


BJT JAMES DEVLIN 
NEW 
YORK —(ZP)— Military 
censorship poses the question of 
where security ends and the cov­ 
er-up of mistakes begins, parti­ 
cularly on the home front. 
Newspapers in their constant 
battle against unwarranted sup­ 
pression of news have no quarrel 
with omitting news that jeopar­ 
dizes the nation’s security or the 
life of a single serviceman or 
civilian. 
They demonstrated that during 
World War II by their careful ad­ 
herence to a code of voluntary 
censorship. 
It is when “security” is invoked 
to cover up something that ap­ 
pears to have no connection with 
security that friction arises. 
Here is an actual example of 
how 
military 
and 
newspaper 
thinking can conflict: 
Suppose you are a sports fans 
and you turn 
to 
the 
baseball 
standings. 
You see this list: 
New York. . . . . . 
Chicago........... 
Another Team.......... 
Philadelphia ........ 
You might be inclined to won­ 
der “w'ho ’ another team” is. 
Yet that was the situation con­ 
fronting the sports editor of the 
Beloit, Wis., Daily News. 
He reported that the 10th Air 
Force radar station had decided 
to enter a team in the Central 
Wisconsin baseball league, where­ 
upon the commanding officer de­ 
manded that his nine be known 
simply as “another team.” 
The officer’s 
idea, 
no 
doubt, 
was to conceal knowledge that the 
radar station existed. 
The news­ 
paper’s position was 
that 
this 
hardly could be concealed because 
the station’s antenna was easily 
visible to anybody in the area. 
The Navy 
conceded 
recently 
ttiat “Too often newspapers are 
met with evasiveness, double-talk 
or outright refusal to cooperate.” 
It sent a public relations news­ 
letter to responsible officers re­ 
minding them that “the Navy be 


The letter declared truth is the 
best policy “even when the truth 
hurts.” 
The Air Force changed its reg- ] 
ulations 
on 
photographing 
air 
crashes this month after a cam­ 
paign waged by James S. Pope, 
chairman of the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors’ freedom of 
information committee. 
Pope was aroused by incidents ' 
of Air Force police prohibiting 
news photographers — sometimes 
by physical measures—from tak­ 
ing pictures of crashed planes on 
non-military property. 
Usurping Authority 
He argued Air Force regula­ 
tions ignored civil authority and 
gave the military a fancied right 
to declare martial law on civilian 
territory. He contended this right 
could be granted only by civilian 
authorities. 
The Air Force no longer “pro­ 
hibits” the taking of pictures out­ 
side military reservations. 
But if a photographer takes pic­ 
tures of secret equipment and re­ 
fuses to surrender them, he will 
be warned that under federal law 
he can be fined $10,000 and im­ 
prisoned for IO years. 
If he still 
refuses, the FBI will be called in. 
When no secret equipment is 
exposed to view “consent will be 
given for the taking 
of 
photo­ 
graphs by civilian photographers” I 
under the new regulations.

Pope contended the old regula­ 
tions purported to give authority 
to officers and enlisted men to 
“forbid” photographs even when 
no secret items were involved. 
He stressed that “no newspaper 
wants to risk breaching military
